Durrer, How i stantcd isa mystery H 
as the manauer of the theatre, R. Us 
sher, of Olus, claims that everything 
was alright when he left the building 
at midnight and the fire was discovers 
ed hy Alf Smith at atout 3 30 when 
the flames had gained big headway. 

Mr. Smith who had rooms with Alf. 
Jury and Dave Mackie over the Royal. 
Bank, was awakened by the crackling| 
flames and he at once aroused the 
others and Juty was giving the alarm 
two minutes after the fire was dis- 
covered, but by the time aid arrived 
flames were leaping scores of feet in 
the air and it was found that the tw 
chemical engines with the big, wat 
tanks were entirely inadequate (© put 
out the fire. 

Luckily for the residential part of 
the town there was only a light breeze 
from the southeast vlowing at the time, 
but the flames spread with fiendish 
rapidity oth north and south and it 
was soon realized that nothing could 
save the one block of business places. 
Soon after Studer’s store on the corner 
caught fire the fire fighters and resi- 
dents saw that this was not going to 
be the extent ofthe disastcr as the 
flames quickly jumped across Osler 
street and the Alexandra Hotel was 
soon a flaring pile, the same with the 
Golden West Hotel when the flames 
spread across the laneway from the 
Royal Bank buildings. Both hotels 
were quickly demolished. Mr. Watt,

nothing could be done to check ied 
raging fire, and fifteen minutes after 
it had caught there was nota stick to 
show that one of the largest barns in 
Alberta had occupied the spot. At- 
tention was immediately given to 
saving the residences of Messrs, G. B. 
Sexsmith, Geo. F. Smith, I Gamble 
and the Pioneer office, and here again 
the fire fighters showed good judg- 
ment, and splendid work saved this 
part of the town, This ended the 
most disastrous fire that this section 
of Alberta had ever experienced, and 
where five hours before stood blocks 
of business places occupied by thrifty 
merchants nothing was left except a 
mass of smouldering ruins. 

Fire Chief Wood, Assistant,Chief J. 
Sinclair and Mayor H. B. Atkins 
were all on the job early and did yoe- 
man service in directing affairs One 
of the incidents of the fire was the fine 
work which was done in saving Mr. 
C. L. Peterson’s fine barns and resi- 
dence on Berlin street. In spite of the

‘the one thing that perhaps stood 
aut more prominently than anything 
else was the splendid work of the citi- 
zens in their work of salvaging of 
stocks. All selfishness and ill feeling 
ifamy existed was completely and en- 
tirely forgotten. Merchants whose 
stocks had been saved as far as pos- 
sible turned to with a will and helped 
their competitors; men, women and 
children r.sked life and limb in order 
that those who were suffering from the 
fire might save even a small jortion 
of their goods and chattels. It was 
splendid work and drew forth great 
praise from the efficient and highly or- 
ganized fire fighters from Calgary. 

Oulookers, several of whom had ar 
rived from nearby towns to give as 
sistance if needed, were struck with the 
fine spirit of optimism that existed 
amongst the sufferers from the fire and 
the townspeople, In spite of the fact 
that Didsbury had suffered to such 


an extent right at the very thzinning 
of the New year everyone was feeling

The following report of the fire was given in the Calgary Morning Al- 
bertan of January 2nd, and as it 1s an extremely good account by one who 
had no interest in the town we take the liberty of copying it —[Ed ] 

Every store, business house hotel,; Buildings Were Old and of Highly In- 


and place of amusement in the town 
of Didsbury wae destroyed by a fierce, 
ungovernable fire which broke out on 
New Ycars morning at 3.30 and raged 
for three hours. Not a single place of 
business in the town remains. No resi- 
dences were destroyed and much of 
the contents of the stores were saved 
No person was in any way injured by 
the fire, 

The fire broke out about 3.30 and 
was first discovered by Alf. Smith 
who eaw the outbreak in the rear of 
the Bijou thcatre, a moving picture 
concern, It spread with great rapidity, 
agd before the volunteer fire brigade, 
with its fairly good equipment, got a 
chance to control &, had spread rapidly 
throughout the block, 

Wind Fanned Flames and Made Inef- 
fective the Work of the Didsbury 
Fire Department 
A west wind was blowing at the 
time, which was disastrous to the 
hopes of saving any part of the city. 
The firemen could hot fight the fire 
because of the very great heat, which 
was so intense that it crossed the 
strect and caused the outbreak in the 

hotel 

The majority of the buildings de- 
stroyed were on the main street of the 
town, which rune north and south 
from the railway station. Studer’s 
store, which is opposite the station, 
forms one block of buildings, and the 
other block which was destroyed is 
across the road from S8tuder’s. When 
the blase was discovered the alarm 
was immediately spread all over the 
town, and in leas than half an hour 
practioally every citisen of the fire 
swept town was at the scene of the 
conflagration. When the dlase was 
noticed it had not epread beyond the 
vMeture show, but fanned by the strong 
vind, it saon gained headway. The 
‘olunteer brigade of the town could 
‘o practically nothing to keep down 
he flames, ‘ 


flammable material, and Made 
Destruction Quick and Sure 

The fact that the buildings were all 
old and of a highly inflammable nature 
also workid for the destruction of the 
downtown district. Had there not 
been such a strong wind it is probable 
that the fire would have been confined 
to the one block. With the wind car- 
rying eparks and burning embers 
across the street, between the two 
blocks, however, the budidings in the 
second block were soon in a blaze and 
the flames devoured everything before 
them, 

It was difficult ot gather any facta 
as to what would be done in the way of 
rebuilding, so great is the confusion in 
the town but it is learnéd that it is 
probable that building operations will 
| commence at once on the site of a 

number of the destroyed business 
placcs. The town is now without a 
supply centre for clothing, provieions, 
fuel, and other necesaitities of life, but 
owing to the fortunate fact that Cal- 
gary is only forty miles to the south 
these commodities will be easy to 
secure. A number of Didsbury resi- 
dents came to the city last night on 
a purchasing trip and will take back 
a large amount of supplies with them, 

The Golden West Hotel, one of the 
places destroyed, had been occupied 
only one day by Baker & Bulls, who 
purchased it from the Calgary Brew- 
ing and Malting company. 5 

Quick Trip of Calgary Department 

A telegram was received by Assiet- 
ant Fire Chief Carr about 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning. It conveyed the 
information that Didsbury was in 
danger of total destruction, and asked 
the Calgary chief to dispatch what ap- 
paratue and men he could spare to the 
town's relief, The chief immediately 
made arrangements with the Canadian 

Pacific for a special train, loaded a 

fire engine on board, and with several

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


NE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead @ quarter section of available Do- 
minion landin Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, ‘The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions, A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence ix 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt:a quarter- 
section slongside his homestead, Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
dence in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra cidtivation. The area oi 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or stony land after 
report hy Homestead Inspector on appli - 
cation for patent. 

A homeasteader who has exhausted hi» 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
atead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties- Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300, :

Ttallan Laborers Ends Strikes by Be- 
coming Their Own Employers. 

Wherever one travels through the 
north of Italy he sees large or small 
groups of workingmen, skilled or 
unskilled, with no padrone to drivo 
them, making roads, carting the 
gravel for railways for the Govern- 
ment, erecting big apartment houses 
for the working people to live in, 
extending their operations to every 
sort of trade by organizing them- 
selves into co-operative societies to 
undertake big contracts. Binding 
themsclyes together to work for 


themselves and for one another, pay- , 
ing their own wages, carrying the re- ; 
sponsibility of properly fulfilling | 


their contract, and depositing a fund 
to guarantee its completion, they 
eliminate the intervening contractors 
entirely, suving the middleman’s 
profit to divide among themselves in 
proportion to the amount of work 
which each man has contributed and 
to the existir~ wage scale for his 
trade. Having now become their 
own employers they have in their 
own work eliminated the strike. 
The labor co-operative society is 
the latest and farthest advance of 
collectivism to-day, and some forms 
of it in Italy aie unique. Ask these 
laborers about their work, how they 
are holding together, how they 
secured the contract and the neces- 
sary guarantee to obtain it, how 
they have been able to purchase all 
the machinery required to carry it 
out, and they will tell you that there 
is a co-operative bank in the neigh- 
boring city to which they belong, 
with whig¢h their contract is deposit- 
ed, and which advances them from 
month to month the necessary funds 
for equipment, supplies and wages. 
Based on assets which had pre- 
viously been of negligible value 
the laborer in the securing of credit 
—namely, character, thrift, the am- 
sbition of every man to get on, his

firemen and himself left for the scene} 
f the conflagration. The special 
steamed out of Calgary at 4.30, and 
«rived at Didsbury at 5.60. 

Chief Carr took 1,300 fcet of hose 
with him, and ten minutes after the 
arrival of the Calgary equipment had 
« stream of water playing on the burn- 
ing buildings. The effectivencss of the 
Culgary apparatus was almost instant- 
iy apparent, and an hour's work would 
have sufficed to check the conflagra- 
tion, But, unfortunately the supply of 
water was inadequate, and after 
about twenty minutes’ service, gave 
out entirely, This made the work of 
the Calgary firemen ineffective and 
reluctantly they gave up the struggle. 

Water Gone; Fire Spreads 

With no water to stop the onslaught 
of the flames, and with a fairly strong 
breeze blowing, the Nght inflammable 
material of which most of the build- 

burned like 

The fire spread with remark- 

able rapidity. Nothing could be done 

to check it. The merchants and busi- 

ness men could only stand idly by and 
watch their buildings burn, 

But good work was done in the way 
of removing goods and effects from | 
buildings which the fire had not reach- 
td. Everyone, men, women and chil- 
dren, wint at this work of salvage 
with desperate vigor, They would rush 
into a store, all who could crowd in, 
tnd in an incredibly ehort time prac- 
tically everything that was loose would 
be piled up in the strect in comparative 
safety. Nearly everyone in the town 
was engaged in this work. They seem- 
‘d to realize that the town was doom- 
cd, or the business section of it, at 
any event, and were determined to 
cheat the hungry flames of what they 
could. It was good work in which 
nefghbor helped neighbor. 
seemed to catch the spirit of it, and 
grocrya'ty, under the leadership of some 
of the cooler heads, the work of sal- 
vage becamc eystematised, and the 
w rkers were kep* well ahead of the 
flames In this manner thousands of 
doliar’s worth of valuable goods were 
saved that oth: rwise would have been 
fon? for the flames. p ¥

it was work that did one’s heart good 
t& vch. sinally .he workers reached | 
one of the hotels which stood directly | 
ir ac path of the flames. The sal- | 
Vese workers went in to eave the | 
hui i furniture. They swarmed into, 
the upper floors and out of the win- 
dows came tumbling beds and  bed- 
ding and everything that was not 
breakable. Willing hands received it 
below and carried the stuff to a place 
of safety. Even the bar and the mir- 
ror back of it were wrenched from the 
fastenings and carried out into the 
striet. As demonstrating the effect- 
iveness of this effort, in fifteen min- 
utes after the work of salvage had 
started the hotel was. stripped clean 
of its furnishing and equipment, and 
stood directly in the path of the eager, 
licking flames, naked but ready for 
the sacrifice. In fifteen minutes after 
the last stick of furniture had been 
taken from the place a pile of smoking 
ashes marked the spot where the hotel 
had stood. 

Saved Furniture Worth $15,000 

In this particular instance easily 
$15,000 worth of hote] equipment was 
eaved. Much of it is new. As it was 
dragged out workers arranged it with 
some semblance of order, and later it 
was covered with tarpaulins, pegged 
down and is as snug as though it was 
gafe in a storehouse. 

After the contents of this hotel had 
been eaved ,the crowd began to realize 
the possibilities of salvage. The build- 
ings were entered as quickly as pos- 
sible, and gutted of the furniture and 
equipment. In twenty minutes the 
crowd had a $20,000 stock of general 
merchandise stored on a vacant lot, 
safe from the fire, tarpaulin covered, 
and ringed about by the store counters. 
Later in the day the proprietor got out 
his cash register and account hooks 
and was actually doing a mercantile 
business a) fresco, with the blue sky 
as the roof of hie business establish- 
ment, and the wide world for its con- 
fines, He dealt out the necessities of 
Ife to his patrons, and drove a thriv- 
ing trade as cheerfully ea the ciroum- 
wtances would permit. 

Saving Stocks of Merchandise

Stocks of stores took a little longer 
but the workers had gotten expert anc 
fifteen or twenty minutes were suffi- 
clent to clean up a general stock of 
merchandise and move it to a place of 
safety. There was little confusion.. It 
was all cool, heady work, and there is 
no one who took part in it that will 
not remember it the longest day he 
lives, and be enthused by the part he 
played jn the salvage of all that was 
possible in Didsbury. It excied the 
admiration of the vetcran firerighters 
of Calgary, accustomed to work about 
fires, and who, chagrined at their ina- 
bility to do a real fireman's work, 
caught the spirit of the volunteers and 
@id what they could to help the men 
and women of Didsbury to save their 
belongings. 
Fire Lasted Three Hours 

Three hours after the fire waa dis- 
covered the entire business seotion of 
the town was a smouldering heap of 
ruins, Not a vestige of what Rafi .- 
the last day of 1913 been the businese 
scction of the prosperous little town 
remained, except the stocks and fur- 
nishings that had been saved by the 
heroic and vigorous work of the val- 
unteer 6alvage corps. Then the town 
went to breakfast, and there was not a- 
home in Didsbury that did mot have a 
guest, made double welcome by the 
stress of unfortunate circumstances, 

There was much talk of rebuilding 
tonight, and already many of the 
owners of business establishments 
which went down in the conflagration 
of this morning are even now, before 
the ashes of their houees are cold, are 
talking of substantial buildings to re- 
place the frame structures that had 
done service for so long. In almost 
every instance the talk is of brick, or 
of some material that would not so 
easily fall a prey to fire. 

Best Of Its Size 

“Didsbury burned up? The best 
town of its size in Alberta,” eaid an 
official of the department of agricul- 


Evcryone | ture. 


“Did you even notice the platform at 
the depot with its long lines of cream 
cans?” Every can brought joy to 
homes in Calgary, and put moncy into 
the Didsbury banks. There's an old 
saw about ‘You can't beat the Dutch,’ 
and # appHes to Didsbury. The best 
mixed farmers in Alberta are clustered 
around that town, and it matters not 
co them how the tariff fluctuates or 
the price of hoge varies. They alwayf 
aave the price. Didsbury is what the 
rest of the province will be in a few 
years. It produces, beef, pork, poultry, 
butter, cream and eggs, and the farm- 


ers there always have a balance on thr 


right side of the ledger. A little thing 
Uke a fire will not etop them. They 
have the rcouperative power, and their 
town will rebuild at a rate that will en- 
courage the rest of the province. Don’t 
worry about Didsbury. It has the real 
backbone and the cream cans will lit- 
ter the station platform as of yore. 
Didsbury should worry. 

“It will be better and bigger than 
aver. A little ecorching will only wake 
the Germans up. Calgary will get its 
Didsbury butter and cream just the 
tame Here's to Didebury and 1914, 
he‘ter than ever, and that’s saving 
zamething!”
